SWORD WORTHY OF OWNER 


Blade W orn by M use Standish 
Hee 
Been Traced to the Time of 
the Crueadee. 


Among the relics of the Pilgrims 
that may he seer. when visitors throng 
the old town of plymouth for the ter­ 
centenary observances few are more 
interesting than the sword of Miles 
Standish. 
It may be seen In Pilgrim 
hall. 
It Is a Damascus blade and presum­ 
ably came Into the possession of the 
IMIgrirn captain from someone whose 
ancestors had brought It 
from 
the 
Crusades. 
It hears several curious Inscriptions, 
which waited until June, 1H81, to be 
translated. 
Then Prof. Jam es Rose­ 
dale of Jerusalem went with a hand 
of Arabs to America’s most Important 
iltrine and 
found 
that 
the carved 
characters belonged to different dates 
—some In Cuflc and very old. 
lie was only able to translate one, 
A a later period, in Arabic.

word* given here show that Its spirit 
was quite appropriate to the spirit of 
the Pilgrims:

Russia’s Military 
Activity Will Depend 
On Trade Negotiations

A Russian military 
campaign next summer will be gov­ 
erned by the outcome of her trade ne­ 
gotiations, It became apparent here 
today.

Trade with Great Britain has hewn 
In abeyance for more than six months, 
hut a sort of unofficial commerce has 
been built up as a nucleus for full re- 
sumption of public relations.

the Bill Is a Reflection on the Whole 


Peqple.

Washington.—When the senate com­ 
mittee on linum-? makes Its report on 
the measure “To provide adjusted com­ 
pensation for veterans of the World 
war,” 4,OOO,(WK) former soldiers will 
know the fate of the so-called bonus 
bill. 
The m easure passed the house 
of representatives May ‘JO, I PJO. 
There is belief In Washington to­ 
day that the senate committee will 
report unfavorably on the bonus pro­ 
vision of the house measure, 
This 
will be n right or wrong action, ac­ 
cording to the viewpoint of the indi­ 
vidual, but there probably Is not a 
soldier who served in the great war 
who will not resent one of the very 
patent reasons for the disinclination 
of the senators to pay the soldiers a 
bonus in cash. 
It was evident at the hearings which 
have just been held In the room of the 
finance committee that the members 
of the committee, or at any rate most 
of theta, an* firmly convinced that the 
vast m ajority of Americans who were 
willing to risk their lives for their 
country cannot he trusted vvitji the 
enormous sum of bonus money, which 
In no instance by any possibility can 
exceed $025. 
This, the legion men say, is a re- 
tleetion on th? whole American people, 
for as their spokesmen, Hilbert Belt­ 
man and Col. F. W. (lalhrnlth, In effect 
said to the com m ittee: 
“'Hie soldiers 
represent the hest clement of Amer­ 
ican manhood, and It Is unjust that 
they should he mad*! the subjects of 
economic prejudices." 


“Should Be Given Those W ho Need It." 
There are thousands of Legion men 
who 
tie not 
believe 
itf th** 
bonus 
and have said so. They have put their 
opposition on the high ground that 
money, beyond the service pay, should 
not be accepted for a performance of 
patriotic duty. Every legion man, how­ 
ever, believes that a bonus should la* 
paid to the man who needs it, and 
who was “set huck" by his willingness 
to do Ills duly while others, unwilling 
ones, shirked the colors aud fattened 
their purses during the per loti of the 
shirking. 
'rills Is written by an ex service ju a n 
who has Iici'ii opposed to tin* bonus 
except Iii cases where Its granting is 
obviously necessary.

one who cannot profit by the bonus 
lf the hill shall pass, because no offi­ 
cer above tin* rank of captain collies 
within the provisions of the aet.

Talks in Washington with Legion

system Is to pass. 
He writes, of 
course, concerning officers who re­ 
ceive their training at West Point. 
Things have changed utterly at the 
United 
Ktntes 
Military 
academy. 
W hether they have changed for the 
better or for the worse, depends en­ 
tirely on the viewpoint. A good ninny 
of the older graduates of the academy 
think that the change Is for the worse, 
while a good many of their brethren 
think that the change Is for the bet­ 
ter, 
It may not be uninteresting to 
let American laymen know Just what 
some of the changes are. 
Some of the Radical Change*. 
In the old days at West Point cadets 
were not allowed any spending money. 
The government paid them a certain 
sum each your which was put Into Hie 
hunds of the treasurer of the academy. 
Any cadet who was found with money 
on his person was given a severe pun­ 
ishment. 
Now, today a cadet Is al­ 
low od $5 at a time. 
In the old days no cadet was allowed 
to leave Ids room unless he were wear­ 
ing his full dress uniform.

One 
of the first things that struck the eye, 
mid It must he confessed shocked th** 
disciplined minds of the visitors, was 
the sight of scores of cadets playing 
tennis, or golf, or something else, at­ 
tired In garments shockingly unmili­ 
tary to the men who In their day did 
not dare venture forth from the pri­ 
vacy of their quarters unless arrayed 
In 
the 
swallow-tailed, 
stiff collared, 
belt-buttoned, dress coat of the regu­ 
lation tyiwv 
, 
Today 
the 
cadets 
get 
extended 
Christmas leave, provided they stnnd 
well In their studies, 
In the years 
that ar** gone there wore no Christmas 
leaves. 
It Is trite that a three days* 
leu vc wa s Instituted some years ago 
lit Christmas time for the cadets who 
had not recd vt I more than eight de 
merit marks for six months.

Another landmark In Washington Is 
near destruction. 
Tile old "Morse 
Elm,” under whose shade Samuel F. 
B. Morse used to spend his leisure 
hours while working on his Invention 
of the telegraph, will soon be removed. 
Tile tree was planted In 1820. 
In 
the early forties the future Inventor of 
the telegraph used to foregather with 
his cronies and newspaper men and 
crack jokes ubout the "Impossible" 
and "cruzy" Invention of the magnetic 
telegraph on which he was working, 
The tree was in front of the old Wil­ 
lard hotel. 
Since those days the old hotel has 
been replaced by a modern eleven- 
story hostelry, 
Morse, whose Inven­ 
tion came true In 1844, died In 1872. 
But the tree remained. 
But it Is now In its death hour In 
spit'* of many operations of "tree .sur­ 
gery" and all known applications of 
“tree medicine" practiced by Washing­ 
ton’s superintendent of city parks.
